F you think that the problems of city life are 
new and peculiar to our generation, ponder 


this: 
In New York City, 117 years ago this 


month, the retail price of stove-wood soared 
to ?21 a cord. A great howl went up. Public 
and newspapers denounced the profiteers and 
demanded a return to the normal price of those 
times—SI 1.50 a cord. Think of this when you 
groan over the coal bill.

Napoleonic wars, and later during the

1o speed things up. And they were accustomed 
to climb down and heat up any pedestrians 
who objected to traffic hazards. The I-Cvening 
Post in 1805 called these dare-devil

"flying Mercuries," and recorded that — to 
strike terror into the hearts of people on foot

molested until the swine took a fancy to lying 
around in Wall street. 
Then the irate finan- 


ciers rose up in their wrath and got action in 
the form of an ordinance against using 
the 


public highways for pastures. 


You don't have to go back'much further 


to find cities without sewage systems, all gar- 
bage and refuse dumped in the streets until 
rain swept it away. 
That's how the terrible 


plagues started. 
There was also a tax 
on 


windows, so high that the poor had to live in 
dark homes. 
Thugs had pretty much 
their 


own way, with few police. Fire was a constant 
peril, only a bucket brigade to fight it. 


Since people first congregated 
in cities, 


they have howled and squirmed at the "awful 
conditions." These conditions are the penalty 
of city life. 
And conditions in every city are 


always at least five years ahead of what is be- 
ing done to cope with them. 


The solution of the citiy is to get out of 


the city. 


public. The motion picture is definitely a new 
form of art and expression, and like 
every 


other art-form it will not reach its full, im- 
portance until those who work with it place 
th'e thing itself ahead of the returns to be ob- 
tained from it. No poet or other author writ- 
ing something he thought would sell ever pro- 
duced important literature. 
Pot-boilers 
are 


very seldom the masterpieces of any painter. 
The important works of art of eve'ry sort have 
generally, been the result of the artist working 
to do something for its own sake and his own 
satisfaction. 
Usually, of course, the artist's 


work thus done is also his most successful be- 
cause it is his best. 


There have been a good many 
pictures 


that one could recall in the last few years that 
seemed to be of this type. And' generally, we 
think, they have been financially successful as 
well as artistically. 
In the meantime there 


have been a great many more pictui-es obvious- 
ly made to sell—and a lot of them have failed, 
too. 
One of the troubles with picture-making 


for profit only is that the tendency is to stereo- 
typed situations and devices because the pro- 
ducers seek to use again and again the things 
which have been successful when first tried. 
Naturally they grow stale after a few repeti- 
tions, and the pictures don't please the public. 
Were creative artistry given'free rein in the 
productions, however, there would probably be 
much less of this, for originality is of 
the 


essence of productive genius. 


It sounds foolish, but one wonders if the 


greatest financial success in the movie industry 
might not very probably be made by some man 
with courage enough to employ a producer— 
a man of genius, of course-—who didn't give a 
hoot about what happened to be popular, but. 
just made pictures to please 
himself. 
The 


chances, at least, are that if the producer's 
notions of art and life were sound, most of his 
pictures would be successful at the box office. 
For people would say, as they say now of a 
good book, "This man understands. 
Here is 


somebody who gets under the skin of things." 
And it is not 
education, nor "culture," but 


simple human instinct, that 
produces 
this 


feeling. It is an emotional response that has 
nothing at all to do with class or condition.
